DOUBLE CAMELLIA—This is the most popular type, having 
large double flowers resembling a camellia or rose. Colors 
are white, pink, rose, yellow, blush, apricot, orange, dark 
red, scarlet, dark salmon, cardinal red, flame orange, light 
salmon, crimson rose, American Beauty. 

DOUBLE PICOTEE—F lowers of the same beautiful form 
as the camellia type but the color is two-toned, the center 
light, the picotee edge pink, rose, salnvon, apricot, or red. 


CARNATION TYPE (Fimbriata) — Full double type with 
each petal fringed like a carnation. Colors: White, blush 
pink, rose, yellow, apricot, orange, scarlet, light salmon, 
crimson rose, dark salmon, and red salmon. 

SINGLE FRILLED—Having four large petals beautifully 
ruffled or frilled. Colors: White, yellow, pink, scarlet, rose, 
and salmon. 

CRESTED TYPE (Cristata)—A beautiful show type, the 
plants being covered with masses of flowers having a crested 
formation on each petal. We grow these in mixed colors only. 
MARGINATA—A frilled type of Begonia coming in white 
with a pink edge, and salmon with a copper edge. 
MARMORATA—-A double camellia-flowered Begonia beauti- 
fully mottled red and white. 

MULTIFLORA—This makes a very fine pot or bedding plant 
being covered with a mass of bloom. Mixed colors only. 











ROSE-BUD—A smaller rose-bud type flower usually in two 
shades, the back of the petal being darker than the face. 
Mixed colors. 

HANGING BASKET TYPE—A very attractive type having 
double flowers similar to the Camellia type but smaller. 
They should be planted in window boxes, hanging baskets, 
pots on pedestals, or a shady place in rock garden. They are 
very showy, covered with masses of blooms. Colors: White, 
pink, rose, salmon, yellow, scarlet, apricot and orange.
